wife. 


In two months his wife would have 


become a mother. The unidentified 
man used by Wanderet to pose as a 
mbber and then slatn was partly Iden- 
tified as Wm. Noe-tji. who in 1911 or 
11112. was employed by a circus while 
in South fiend.

actually enlisted by Hungarian offi- 
cers on Austrian soil. 


The presence of the legion near the 


Austrian border, the protest conclud- 
ed, "not only endangers the internal 
peace of the Austrian republic, but is 
a fact which may lead to regrettable 
disturbances in the relations of the 
two neighboring states." 


For several months royalist activi- 


ties, aiming at the restoration of the 
Hapsburgs, have constituted an open

palgn.—Mr. Figenbaum said the party 
has distributed 27,uuu.uuo in 191C and 
hoped to get out 5u.uOu.000 this year.

upon his new charge by August 1. 
Sincere regret Iras been expressed up- 
on all sides at Mr. Buzze-lle's decision 
to enter a new field. He has endeared 
himself to many in the capital city 
since he came here from Seattle in 
1917.

His services have always been at the 


disposal of the city and he took a lead- 
ing part in the religious and civic ac- 
tivities of Bismarck. 
Previous to entering upon his work 


in thi scity. Rev. Buzzelle served for 
ten years as rector of St. Clement's" 
In this city. Kev. Buzzelle served for 
general missionary to the diocese of 
Olytnpia for several years. 


Active in War. 
When America entered into the war, 


Rev. 
Buzzelle devoted must of his time" 


to war activities^ He became identi- 
fied immediately with the Red Cross 
activities, serving as a member of the! 
executive committee of the Burleigh 
county chapter and at present he Is > 
chairman of the committee. Rev. Buz-1 
zelle took a leading part in the var-l 
iqus liberty loan drives and directed' 
the work of the Four Minute men. Hfs 
powerful sermons upon Americanism 
preached from bis own pulpit and from 
the public forum of this and other ci- 
ties in the state did much to sustain 
and stimulate patriotic effort. 


He was identified 
with the Inter- 


church movement and assisted in or- 
ganizing the local Rotary club. As a 
token of esteem, Rev. Buzzelle was 
sent as a delegate to the international 
Rotary convention.

George's has increased in the, 
fame Umc from 69 to 176. or 145 per j 
rent. 
This Increase, in the face of' 
an actual loss In tHHnbef-ef comnmai- 
cants in the district, 
is certainly a 
cause for thankfulness, and has done 
much to prevent the appearance of a 
great slump In the number of com- 
municants reported from North'Da- 
kota.

Here are gathered from the sev- 
eval reservations a large number of 
the Indian youth, and they have very 
little definite religious instruction ex- 
cept what is given from St. George's. 
Classes are conducted for the children 
at the Sunday school, and tthe rector 
makes frequent visits, giving instruc 
tlou to our own children and to as 
money more as may desire it. Seven 
of the children were confirmed at the 
last class, and the Bishop informs me 
that there were more Indian children 
confirmed in that class than in the 
entire state during the entire period 
of bis episcopate. 
Opportunity has 


been offered the Indian priest to meet 
the children of the Church and give 
them service in their native language, 
and the ladles have generously fur- 
nished refreshments 'in 
the 
parish 


house after the service. 


"The rector has been enabled to do 
a considerable amount of missionary 
work in yie 
surrounding 
country, 
though many calls made by scattered 
communicants in the western part of 
the state have had to be declined. ^* 


Evening Services. 


"A venture of faith and devotion was 


the starting of the evening services in 
the new Eltinge Theatre. -For some 
reason it Is difficult to get an evening 
congregation in an Episcopal church, 
and, especially BO In Bismarck. 
The 
rector felt that tne opportunity had 
arrived to reach out and touch a much 
larger cor/itituency than had been 
touched before. The results more than 
Justified his hopes. The services were 
attended by crowds, hundreds beiqfe 
turned away from Sunday to Sunday. 
All sorts and conditions of people at- 
tended, and many favorable comments 
were made, and much regret expressed 
at the cloning 6f the'services. 
"Th* Men's club has not completely 


fulfilled the hopes of the rector, but 
wow that a Btocesan .trntr has treeir "or- 
ganized, our local branch may take on 
new life."

Judges Award Huge Compensa- 
tion for deaths of Policemen and 
Local People Won't Collect Tares 


Dublin", July fl. Thr net result of 


the recent county council, elections 
Is that now both In the cities and in 
the counties In 28 out of the 32 coun- 
ties the local government la In direct 
hostility to the central government. 


The ftrtt conflict bctwocn-tfae-nr-wtt|- 
arise out of the question of paying 
compensation for outrage. Every d«y 
the judges are awarding to the rela- 
tives of murdered policemen, to in 
jured policemen, and to the owners 
of burned police premises large sums 
as compensation chargeable on the 
local rates. 
The total already runs 


up close- to 750,000 pounds. 


The lacal authorities have refused 


to collect taxes for these payments. 
In the case of gome of them the gov- 
ernment can secure money by deduc- 
tions from the sums payable to tbe 
local authorities by the imperial ex- 
chequer In relief of local taxes. 


In the majority of cases the partlc.s 


awaked compensation have only ac- 
quired a right to sue the local author- 
MSB In the courts for the money. 
It is believed that even after Jnds- 
ment is given, the tocal authorities 
will refuse to pay. Many of them hava 
passed resolutions saying they will 
recognize no authority save that of 
Dail Eireann. 


Tbe government has decided to in- 
troduce a bill in Parliament to en- 
force payment of this compensation 
money.

a'nd itself. For defeat means misery and death, 
such as one sees in Central Europe now.

How democracy will develop in the Orient dur- 
ing the present momentous decade will largely de- 
pend on the kind of ambassador the United States 
sends to Pekin and Tokio. If they are selected 
because they have made their mark as campaign 
fund collectors, or for any similar political reason 
the reaction in the Far East will be deplorable. 


The British government, shrewd in diplomacy, 


has been specially on the alert to have sympa- 
thetic ambassadors at Pekin and Tokio. Sir John 
Jordan, ambassador to China, has spent 45 years 
in the diplomatic service, entirely at Far Eastern 
posts. He speaks Chinese fluently. He is proba- 
bly the greatest living diplomatic; authority on 
Oriental affairs.

UNPUBLISHED ROUSSEAU MSS 


In February, 1778, Jean Jacques Rousseau felt 


it advisable to leave Paris, not simply because he 
was old and Therese was ill, but for economic 
reasons and in the interest of his personal safe- 
ty. The Marquis Rene de Girardin offered him 
a place of refuge at Ermenonville, where he ar- 
rived on May 20. But on July 2 he suffered a 
stroke of apoplexy and died two days later. M. 
de Girardin arranged his burial and his tomb, 
on which are inscribed the words: 
"Here lies 


Jean Jacques Rousseau, the man of nature and of 
truth." He has gone -down in history as "the 
last friend of Rousseau." 


But De Girardin did not stop with Rousseau's 


funeral. He began at once to make a collection of 
Rousseauana. He regarded nothing as unimport- 
ant. A mere bibelot was given a place of honor 
alongside of an. unpublished manuscript. 
The 


collection has passed from generation to gener- 
ation of De Girardins and is now in the possession 
of Fernand de Girardin, the great guardian of 
the original friend of Rousseau, whose secretive 
reverance for the philosopher of nature is as 
great as was that of the marquis of a hundred 
and 42 years ago. 
And since the -De Girardin 


family becomes extinct with his death, he may 
really be called "the last friend of Rousseau." 


A representative of Le Temps was recently 


privileged to examine the collection of Ermenon 
ville, considered "probably the most 
important 


that can be found today of any individual." 
It 


contains the alrgest number of Rousseau's musi- 
cal compositions, some of which had long been 
thought to have been lost; the voluminous corre- 
spondence that Rene de Girardin carried on with 
Rousseau's loyal friends and "enormous bundles' 
(enormcs liasscs) -of hitherto unpublished ma 
teriai that throws light on the last years of 
seau's life. The present FernamLde Girardin 
made a catalogue of the plates, pictures, draw- 
ings and sketches of Rousseau, "numbering not 
less than 6,000." The collection to be given to 
the public—it is supposed,—on the death of Fer- 
nand Girardin, contains also a violet plucked by 
Rousseau's own hand, likewise a jonquil.—New 
York Evening Post,
